Washington, Oct. 7.— The confer­ 
ence of capital and 
labor,

opened here 
yesterday 
afternoon, 
got down to business today 
with 
some prospect of fulfilling the mis­ 
sion for which the meeting \yas c a l l ­ 
ed. The representaties o f the pub­ 
lic made it known at the opening 
of the conference that they desired 
action and not one adjournment a f ­ 
ter another. 


Out of their talk. President Wil­ 
son, who 
called 
the 
conference, 
hopes will come the means of “ bet- 
tering the 
whole 
relationship be­ 
tween capital and labor and putting 
the whole 
question 
of wages upon 
another footing.” 


More than this, the president is 
known to -believe, that on the out­ 
come of the conference 
today de­ 
pends in a great measure the secur­ 
ity and happiness 
of 
the 
United 
States both internally and interna­ 


tionally. 


First, what the 
conference does 
will have an effect on the high cost 
of living. If capital ami labor can 
reach a basis o f 
harmonious 
a c ­ 


tion, the president has made 
plain, 
production will increase 
and 
this 
will bring down prices. Furthermore 
“apital will he more ready to under­ 
take new* enterprises both at home 
ind abroad. 


Second, what decision the confer­ 
ence reaches will have a determining 
effect on whether there 
is to 
be a 
onstant recurrence of strikes that 
lave followed one another sin«-c the 
igning o f the armistice. Unless they 
do end. well informed officials here 
believe this country is facing an up- 
leaval that will shake every nation 
on the globe. 


Third, out of the conference, the 
^ resident hojies, will come the be­ 
ginnings of the Hemocratization of 
industry, a t!ii»i'r which the president 
has declared must come.

Xew York, Oct. 7.—-Balkim Jews 
have not cecaped the starvation, po­ 
verty and disease that are decima­ 
ting the Jewish population every­ 
where in Eastern Europe, according j 
to 
reports 
from the special inves­ 
tigators now in the 
possession 
o f , 
the American Jewish Relief Commit­ 
tee. 
These reports, which cover ev­ 
ery one of the Balkan nations, show 
that 
economic 
ruin, epidemics 
of 
typhus. tuberculosis and other di­ 
seases and other of war’s 
vicissi­ 
tude* have fallen to the lot 
of the 
Balkan Jew s, to an extent equal to 
that »nifFered by their co-religionists 
in other countries, but political and 
religious repressive measures have 
fortunately been almost lacking. 


The flr*t detailed account of the 
Jewish situation in Serbia to be re­ 
ceived in many inouilu is from Dr. 
Isaac Alcalay, chief rabbi of Serbia, 
with headquarters in Belgrade. 
His 
present report covers only Belgrade 
and vicinity. 
“ During the vrar", Rabbi Alcalay 
statea, **ths Jew s of Belgrade su f­ 
fered proportionately more than did 
the rest of the population. 
Most of 
their habitation* were 
exposed to 
gunfire throughut the fifteen mouth*. 
during which the city 
was 
under 
bombardment.

What Our Foreign Trade in Meat 


Will be in Future is Impossible 


to Predict. 


Washington; Oct. 7.—More wheat 


should be sown this fall than was 
the average, in pre-war yeaj^; but 
not so much should be sown as. was 
sown last year. 
This is the out- 


standing fall farming recommenda- 
tion of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, which is watching the 
changes of world supply and 
de- 


mand while European countries are 
getting back to .normal in food pro- 
duction and thus affecting the mar- 
ket for 
American 
products. The 


department's suggestions are based 
on the observations of 
specialists 


who were sent abroad to report on 
foreign 
conditions 
and 
probable 


needs, and on the most extensive re- 
ports it lias been possible to obtain 
from other sources in this country 
and other countries. 


As to winter wheat, the, depart- 


ment suggests that 42.000.000 acres 
be sown this fall to this crop, and 
that 20.000,0(10 acres be 
sown in 


1!)20 to spring wheat, making a pro- 
bable aggregate'production in 3920 
of 830.000.000 bushels, 
of 
which 


200.000,000 bushels would be avail- 
able for export after home needs are 
met. 
This production would approx- 


imately equal the average yield of 
wheat in the United States for the 
five years 1915 to 1919 inclusive. 
The five-year average .is thought to 
be a safe guide for American farm- 


• The suggested acreage for 
fall- 


sown wheat is approximately 85 per 
cent of the area sown in the fall of 
ISIS and is about the same as was 
sown in the fall of Ifll7. 
The sug-

First Meeting of Labor and Capital 


to Compose Differences Opens 


at Washington 


PUBLIC 
DEMANDS ACTION 


ff Agreement Can be Reached, It is 


Predicted Living Costs Can 


be Reduced Materially 


Washington, Oct. 7.—The confer- 


ence of capital and 
labor, 
which 


opened here yesterday 
afternoon, 


got down to business today 
with 


some prospect of fulfilling the mis- 
sion for which the .meeting was call; 
ed. The representaties of the pub- 
lie made it known at' the opening 
of the conference that they desired 
action and not one adjournment af- 
ter another. 


Out of their talk, President Wil- 


son,-who 
called 
the 
conference, 


hopes will come the means of "bet- 
tering the 
whole 
relationship be-' 


tween capital and labor and putting 
the whole question of wages upon 
another footing." 


More than this, the president is 


known to ibelieve. that on the. out- 
come of the conference 
today de- 


pends in a great measure the secur- 
ity and happiness of the 
United 


States both internally and interna- 
tionally. 


First, what the 
conference does 


will have an effect on the high cost 
of living. If capital and labor can 
reach a basis of 
harmonious 
ac- 


tion, the president has made plain, 
production will increase 
and 
this 


will brin^ down prices. Furthermore 
capital will be more ready to under- 
take new enterprises both at home 
and abroad. 


Second, what decision the confer- 


ence reaches will have a determining 
effect 'on whether there is to 
lie a 


constant recurrence of strikes that 
have 'followed one another since the 
signing of the armistice. Unless they 
do end, well informed officials, here 
believe this country is facing .an up- 
heaval that will shake every nation 
on the globe. 


Third, out of the conference, the 


president hopes, will come the be- 
ginnings of tlie Democratization of 
industry, a thimr wliii-'i' the president 
has deel.'u'eil must come. He 
has 


never explained the phrase in detail

Jf«w Tark, .Oct. 7.-^Balkan .Jews 


have not escaped the starvation, po- 
verty and disease that are decima- 
ting the Jewish - population every- 
where in Eastern Europe, according 
to reports from the special inves- 
tigator* now in the .possession, of 
the American. Jewish Relief Commit- 
tee. These reports, which coyer ev- 
ery one. of the, Balkan nations, show 
that economic ruin, epidemics of 
typhu*. tuberculosis and other di- 
seases and other of war's vicissi- 
tude* hare fallen to the lot of the 
Balkan Jew*, to an extent equal to 
that. Buffered by their co -religionists 
in other countries, bnt political and 
religion* repressive measures hav 
fortunately been almost lacking. 


The first detailed account of th 


Jewish situation in Serbia to be re 
cejved in many months is from Dr 
Isaac Alcalay, chief rabbi of Serbia 
with headquarters in Belgrade. Bis 
present report oovers only Belgrade 
and vicinity. 


.-During the war", Babbi Alcalaj 


states, rth* Jews of Belgrade suf- 
fered .proportionately more than di< 
the rest of the population. Most o 
their habitations were 
exposed to 


gunfire throughut the fifteen month; 
during which the city .was under 
bombardment.

houses are destroyed,. the scene .be- 
ing a duplication ~of some of the 
worst .portions of Northern France 


"The Jewish .population of 
the 


city was formerly about 8,000, but 
now. numbers no more .than 4,500. 
This number is being'increased daily, 
however, by the returning refugees. 
A iaflg* number of the men are still 
with the, color*.

"Economically.-.the-.-Serbian Jews 


have suffered terribly, B«cans« of 
the:, uncertain political situation all 
regular'commerce is rendered impos 
aibie. -and it ia .difficult -for the Jew- 
sh citizens, to ^improve .their condi- 
tion... This fact deprived the Jewish 
institutions of practically nil flnanr 
cial-eid frpnj the native population, 
Jewish.schools are totally, destroyed,

Beans to replace them. Consequent- 
ly the children cannot be adequately 
educated.- For the same reason it is 
impocsibfo to secure local aid for the 
sick and.poor.
